WHEREAS, the program’s capital construction willdggproximately $8,450,000 with
energy and other savings estimated at an averaggpodximately $740,000 per year over the ten-
year program; and

WHEREAS, DASNY will reimburse Erie County half dfé construction value, or almost
$4,230,000 and NYSERDA is expected to reimburseremalmost $250,000 for the program if
implemented; and
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WHEREAS, as the annual cost of the tax-exempt nipalitease and the required Technical
Services Program is guaranteed to be less thasathegs generated, by ECC Board resolution,
ECC will reimburse Erie County the annual costtheftax-exempt municipal lease and the required
Technical Services Program so there is zero neéttedsie County; and
